God's Great Longing 
It must be God’s great longing that we 


should pray more. Men may tire theni- 
selves Out in praying — but they fievef can 


tire out God. It has often been noted that, - 


when Abraham dated to plead with God 
for Sodom; and God listened favorably, and 


Abraham kept on, and on, and on in his 
prayer, nevertheless it was the man, not 
God, who called a halt. “Abraham Stopped 
praying before God stopped answering. 
Paul exhorts us, by inspiration of the 
Holy Spirit, “That, first of, all, supplica- 
tions, prayers, intercessions, ‘and giving of 
thanks, be made for all men.” He explains 
that “this is good and acceptable in the 
sight of God our Saviour; who will have 
all men to be saved, and to come unto the 
knowledge of the truth” (1 Tim. 2: 1-4). 
At another time Paul offered a prayer that 
overwhelms us in its scope and reach, end- 
ing with the intercession “that ye might 
be filled with all the fulness of God.” But 
Paul has not gone far enough, and he 
knows it, as he continues: “Now unto him 
that is able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think” (Eph. 3: 
19, 20). Phillips Brooks.seems to have 
been following Pauline precedent when he 
said: “Pray the largest prayers. You can- 
not think a prayer so large that God, in 
answering it, will not wish that you had 
made it larger.”

How Much Salvation ? 


We are all tempted to question the 
sufficiency of our salvation. Or we for- 
get that salvation has to do with the pres- 
ent as well as with the future. We may 
be sure that we are going to Heaven, be-

cause we take God’s word for this; but 
we do not seem to be so sure that we 
can take his word about living the h@ayvenly 
life here on earth. “Must Christians Sin?” 
is the title of a tract written years ago 
by the late Dr. W. H. Griffith Thomas. 
“Certainly they must, sometimes,” would be 
the reply of most Christians. But “No, 
certainly not,” is the first word in this 
tract. Dr. James M. Gray, of the Moody 
Bible Institute, speaking at a conference 
last winter at Columbia (South Carolina) 
Bible College, said: “There is ne necessity’ 
for the Christian to commit any known: 
sin.” Dr. Gray and Dr. Griffith Thomas - 
agree with John and Paul and the other 
yriters of the inspired Scriptures. “My little 
children, these things write I unto you, that 
ye sin not” (1 John 2:1). “Where sin 
abounded, grace did much more abound. 

. For sin shall not have dominion over 
you: for ye are not under the law, but 
under grace. ... For the law of the Spirit 
of life in Christ Jesus hath made me free 
from the law of sin and death. ... I can 
do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me.” That was Paul’s an- 
swer to the question. Shall we dare to 
take God at his word, and really believe 
that we have a Saviour who “is able also 
to save them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, seeing he ever liveth 
to make intercession for them”? (Heb. 
7: as-)

“They Are God's Ministers” 


E DO not always remember that 
W ices presidents, governors, and 

all other rulers are ministers of 
God. It was during the reign of the 
Roman Emperor Nero, that monster of 
vice and cruelty; and of the Herods, one 
of whom “slew all the children that were 
in Bethlehem . . . from two years old and 
under,” another of whom beheaded John 
the Baptist; and of Pilate, who delivered 
Christ to the Jews. to be crucified,— that 
Paul wrote: “Let-every soul: de subject 
unto the higher powers. ...For there. is no 
power but of God: the powers that be 
are ordained of God. .. .

The men in our father’s 
family seem to have a bent toward medi- 
cine and surgery, and to our mother’s great 
grief one young man almost made ship- 
wreck of faith, being influenced by German 
professors. I wrote to Dr. Howard A. 
Kelly of Johns Hopkins for advice for my 
young nephew.

I am in my ninetieth year and am fail- 
ing perceptibly in physical strength, but my 
watchword is “Hitherto — henceforth.”—An 
Ohio reader. 

Dr. Howard A. Kelly of Baltimore, 
whose reputation both as a surgeon and 
as a Christian is world-wide, is well known 
to Times readers, through personal con- 
tacts and through the many articles from 
his pen that have appeared in these pages. 
Many other students, as well as those study- 
ing medicine, may well profit by Dr. Kelly’s 
wise counsel, given herewith: 


“I was very glad to get your letter. If 
I were to write directly to your nephew, 
as a father to his son, I would say to him: 

“My son, you are not safe in going 
into medicine, or any other calling, until 
you are a thoroughgoing Christian, and 
until you place Christ and your relation 
to him above all other interests in life. 
and as a controlling force in your life. If 
you go into medicine as only a half-baked 
Christian, it will be a poor disposition of 
your life’s opportunities; and in the end 
you may come out of the medical school 
a skeptic, or at least indifferent. 

“There is just one book I should recom- 
mend you to study and to know, and that 
book is the Bible. 

“Begin with the New Testament and get 
to knew the Gospels so thoroughly that 
each chapter is like a beaten path in the 
city in which you live and with which you 
are familiar. From the Gospels, branch 
out into the. Epistles; and be assured, as 
you come to know -your Bible better, that 
the whole Book from. Genesis to; Revela- 
tion: will glow as if it were a vast mine 
of radium.”

and I will declare what he hath done for 
my soul” (Psa. 66: 16): 


SALM 116:8 will tell what the Lord 
Pp has done for my soul:. “For thou 

hast delivered my soul from death, 
mine eyes from tears, and my. feet from 
falling.” This verse tells that the Lord 
is my Redeemer —he has “delivered my 
soul from death”; that he is my Comforter 
—‘“mine eyes from tears”; that he is my 
Keeper — “my feet from falling.” 

I was brought up in a ‘home in Foochow, 
South China, where we had almost two 
hundred people living in the compound, 
but none of them was a Christian. I have 
never been to a missionary school. The 
first Bible came to me when I was just 
a little boy. It was given to my father 
by his friend, and my father gave it to me 
because he did not want to read it. When 
I opened the Bible, I did not understand a 
word of it. I thought it was a_ useless 
book, but I tried to make use of it. Asa 
boy I liked to collect postage stamps, and 
I thought the Bible would be a good book 
for me to use as a stamp album. I cer- 
tainly can say, like the man -in' John 9, 
that whereas I was blind, now I see. At 
first I thought the Bible was a. useless 
book, and‘ now I can see that it is the 
Word of God, to show us the way of sal- 
vation, 

Putting Kerosene in the Rice 


We are told in the Bible that we are all 
sinners: “I was shapen in iniquity; and 
in sin did my mother conceive me” (Psa. 
51:5). It did not take long to convince 
me that I was a sinner, and as I look back 
to the days of my youth I realize that I 
was a naughty boy. I just want to tell 
you of one experience to illustrate this. 
If somebody treated me well, then 1 loved 
him; if some one did not treat me well, 
then I hated him. That is our human 
nature. 

I remember: when I was six or seven 
years old I stayed with my uncle, my 
mother’s brother. One day I was naughty 
and he spanked me, and I wished in my 
heart that he would get a stomach ache 
or a headache. But he had no trouble in 
his stomach — he was as well as could be! 
I thought I would try to make him sick. 
I asked some one if I could drink kero- 
sene oil and was told that I must not do 
that, it: would make me sick. So I put 
kerosene oil into my uncle’s rice, and I 
thought surely he would be sick! But 
my uncle smelled the oil before he ate the 
rice, and he asked; “Why do I find oil 
in my rice?” Some one remembered that 
I had asked if I could drink ‘kerosene oil, 
so they knew that I had put it into my 
uncle’s rice, and I was found to be the 
guilty one. 

It is easy.to see what sort of person 
I would have become if the Lord Jesus 
Christ had not saved me. I might even 
have become a murderer.

ful saying, and worthy of all acceptation, 
that Christ Jesus came into the world to 
save sinners” (1 Tim. 1:15). 

When I was about fourteen years old 
I studied in Shanghai, in the Government 
School there, and of course, no Bible being 
taught in the school, I did not read it 
there. When I was sixteen years old I 
went to Chefoo in North China, to study 
in the Naval College. In the college I 
began to think: Where did man come 
from? and Where shall I go after death? 
and What must I do while I am alive? 
These problems bothered me. Then I 
thought: My aim is to be happy. I began 
to seek the pleasures of sin, such as gam- 
bling and drinking and going to the thea- 
ter, the pleasures of this world, but they 
could not give me any satisfaction. I 
studied the religions of Buddhism and Tao- 
ism, but they did not satisfy my heart. 

After I finished my school in Chefoo, 
I went to Woosung Naval College. At 
that time I was engaged to my wife, but 
she was not then a Christian. One day 
I got a letter from her, and to my sur- 
prise she told me that she had been con- 
verted, through the ministry of Miss Ruth 
Paxson, in a Gospel meeting held in her 
school. She asked me to attend some 
church near by. In answering, I said, “T 
have not time to go to church; and to be 
frank, even if I had the time I would not 
go.” That shows my attitude toward 
Christianity. But though my heart was 
hard as stone, God is able to break the 
stony heart. 


A Christian Wedding 
When I graduated frem the college in 
Woosung, I went back to Foochow and 


was. married. We used the chapel of my’ 


wife’s school for the wedding. The prin- 
cipal of the girls’ school sent a message 
to me that I must have a Christian wed- 
ding if I wanted to use the chapel. So 
when the wedding day arrived, the pas- 
tor came to me with a Bible under his arm 
and said, “Mr. Wang, you need not do 
anything today, but when I ask you a few 
questions just nod your head!” Then after 
the wedding ceremony he asked the audi- 
ence to pray. I began to watch to see how 


they would pray, and I saw that some. 
people- had their eyes- closed -and: some- 


. the wedding we went home. 


know which to follow, I stood with’ one 
eye open and one eye shut! That was my 
first impression of a prayer meeting. After 
According to 
Chinese custom, the bride and bridegroom 
must bow to ancestors. My wife refused 
to worship ancestors on the ground that 
she was a Christian, so I went and bowed 
myself. 

Two days after the wedding was Sun- 
day, and my wife asked me to go to church 
with her. I chose the front seat. I could 
not understand a word of what the pastor 
preached. After the sermon was over, the 
audience began to sing the hymn, “Nearer, 
my God, to Thee.” It made a great im- 
pression upon me, and I said in my heart, 
“So many of these people want to get near 
to God!” After the service was over some 
of the people came and shook hands with 
me, and said, “Hope to see you next Sun- 
day, Mr. Wang!” Then my wife said 
to them, “Mr. Wang is not a Christian 
yet; please pray for him.” I said in my 
heart, “I will watch and see whether God 
answers their prayers or not!” At first 
I thought prayer was superstitious, but now 
I know that it is our fellowship with God. 


‘Convicted by the Sermon on the Mount 

One day I began to think: Christianity 
has now been in China over a hundred 
years; they have started schools, orphan- 
ages, hospitals. I said: If the fruits are 
good the tree must be good, and Jesus 
must be a good man. He must also be a 
wonderful man, because the history of the 
world is dated from his birth, either B. C. 
or A. D. So I wanted to know the story 
of Jesus. Some one told me that the best 
book to read was the Bible, if I wanted to 
know about Jesus; but that I should not 
read the Old Testament as it would be too 
hard for me to start with. I was advised to 
read the New Testament. I started with 
the first chapter of Matthew, but it did 
not give me much encouragement, because 
in that chapter I was told: “Abraham. 
begat Isaac; and Isaac begat Jacob; and 
Jacob begat Judas and his brethren,” and 
it did not interest me. Afterward I came 
to the fifth chapter of Matthew and read, 
“Blessed are the pure in heart: for they 
shall see God,” and I said to myself, “How 
can I expect to see God, because my heart 
is not pure.” Then, in the sixth chap- 
ter, I read, “When thou doest alms, let 
not thy left hand know what thy right 
hand doeth,” and I said, “If I do some- 
thing good, I like to have people know it 
—the more the better; but this says, ‘Let 
not thy left hand know what thy right 
hand doeth.’” So the teaching of Jesus 
began to draw my attention. And through 
reading the Word of God I was convinced 
that there was a living God, the Creator, 
and I was a lost sinner. But how could 
I face a just and holy God? . Praise God, 
that is why Jesus Christ came, as a Media-

tion of Chicago which Mr. Moody, 
far-seeing and practical man, founded, has 
been not the least fruitful of the institu- 
tions that he left for the continuance of 
his evangelical ministry. The present No- 
vember marks the fortieth anniversary of 
its establishment, and in the intervening 
years it has circulated books by the million 
and at low prices, dealing with the way 
of salvation, Bible study, the prayer life, 
and kindred themes, written by the most 
competent evangelical Christians of the 
generation now gone. Its announced pur- 
pose was to win souls, build up young 
Christians, quicken the spiritual life of 
older Christians, combat error, provide ser- 
mons for communities without pastors, and 
to furnish preaching ammunition to min- 
isters. 

The Colportage Association has now 
more than 500 colporteurs, volunteer 
agents who sell its literature from house 
to house. It carries on free distribution 
of literature in prisons, in lumber camps, 
hospitals, in army and navy, in reforesta- 
tion camps, among the French of Lousiana, 
in Latin America, and the Philippines. 
Many new enterprises are insistently call- 
ing for attention, — and rightly. This older, 
time-honored one should not be forgotten. 
It has proved its worth. 


A NOTABLE’ Anniversary. — The 


Auburn Affirmationists Summoned.— 
The lines are tightening. The question is 
whether concealed Unitarianism is to have 
the right of admission in evangelical 
churches, later on to show itself to be the 
undisguised article. 

In 1923 the General Assembly of the 
(Northern) Presbyterian Church affirmed 
essential doctrines of that church, among 
them: 

That the Holy. Spirit did so inspire, 
guide, and move the writers of Holy 
Scripture as to keep them from error; 

That our Lord Jesus Christ was born 
of the virgin Mary; 

That Christ offered up himself a sacri- 
fice to satisfy divine justice and to reconcile 
us to God; 

That on the third day our Lord rose 
again from the dead with the same body 
with which he suffered, with which also he 
ascended into Heaven; and there sitteth at 
the right hand of his Father, making inter- 
cession ; 

That our Lord Jesus showed his power 
and love by working mighty miracles. This 
working was not contrary to nature, but 
superior to it. 

Certainly part of the irreducible minimum 
of Christian truth! But 1,300 of the 10,- 
000 ministers in the Presbyterian Church 
issued a counter-statement which became 
known as “The Auburn Affirmation.” In 
this they declared that there were other 
“theories” allowed by Scripture and by the 
standards of the Presbyterian Church as 
“explanations of these facts and doctrines 


of our religion, and that those who held 
to these other explanations were worthy 
of all confidence and fellowship.” These 
“theories” certainly threw into the dis- 
card the inerrancy of Scripture and the 
virgin birth, and put a question mark 
against the other teachings in the declara- 
tion of the General Assembly, though dis- 
guising this fact by ample use of evan- 
gelical phraseology. 

Eleven signers of this Affirmation, which 
was rather a Negation, have been charged 
before the Philadelphia Presbytery with 
heretical teaching. In the statement by the 
Rev. H. McAllister Griffiths the Affirma- 
tion is said “to tear out the very heart, 
lungs, and spine of our faith,—not only 
of Presbyterianism, but of the historic 
faith of the whole of Christendom as well. 
It is an erasure of the essentials of the 
Christian message.” 

This action ought to force into the day-

Africans

light the whole Modernist conspiracy. The 
prosecution asks for open hearings, “The 
people, who are the Church, have an un- 
deniable right to know how issues so pro- 
found and so clear are dealt with in the 
courts of their Church.” The action will 
serve as touchstone to determine the loyalty 
of the Churcn machine. “They have been 
foremost ‘in saying that if we believe heresy 


is to be found we should prefer formal 


charges. We have now done so. If the 
dominating party in the Church comes to 
the aid of these Modernists, if it’ attempts 
to help them evade trial through pleading 
technicalities, the rank and file of the 
Church will not be slow to get the point.” 


Good News from Mexico.—N. W. Tay- 
lor is evangelizing Mexican troops who, 
in small detachments of six to ten men, 
occupy roadside camps. He and his co- 
worker explain the Gospel from charts 
and sell Scriptures. Strange to say, in 
spite of the hostile attitude of the author- 
ities, he is having a cordial reception from 
the military. About a year ago a com- 
manding officer invited him to distribute 
literature and lecture to his troops on the 
parade ground: “The quiet of the evening 
had settled down on the landscape. After 
roll call came the moment to distribute 
literature. Quickly we passed down the 
hollow square giving to each man a Gos- 
pel of Luke and several tracts. Out of 
the dusk came the Major with the Colonel 
asking for the lecture. This was on 
‘Christ the Saviour of Soldiers,’ and was 
based on the cry of a Roman soldier, the 
Philippian jailer’s cry; ‘What must I do 
to be saved?’ The men listened intently. 
The Colonel became so interested that he 
and his officers moved inside the square and 
took their stand near the speaker.” : 

Week after week this work on the. high- 
roads has gone on. Four regiments have 
been visited in their barracks. Two hun- 
dred and seventy-five New Testaments and 
150 Bibles have been sold to soldiers. “A 
goodly number of officers, and between 
eight and nine hundred soldiers have taken 
a stand for Christ before their comrades,” 
writes Mr. Taylor. Among these is Col. 
Rodolfo Curti, very prominent in political 
and military circles, who was converted 
through a dream. He is surrendered to 
God in a most unusual way, and spends 
every available moment in Bible study or 
personal work. There is no one else who 
is in such close touch with the army 
leaders. 

Eleven leather-bound New Testaments 
have been presented to generals and colonels 
along with such books as Moody’s “The 
Way to God.” 

Col. Curti says of himself and wife, “We 
have tried to give our all to Christ to 
do his will each day, and have determined 
not to let a single day pass without trying 
to win one soul for him.” 

Mr. Taylor also describes a meeting 
which a major called in his own apart- 
ment, gathering in forty-five soldiers, 
wives, and children. They drank in every 
word, and the major, with Mr. Huegel’s 
Bible in hand, followed the explanation of 
the chart, looked up the references, and 
would occasionally say to the company 
with a nod, “Yes, here it is, just as he 
says.’ When the invitation was given 
one of the first to raise his hand was this 
major. 





























Lesson for November 25 


The Appraisers Get Their Answer.— 
When the members of the Appraisal Com- 
mission visited Nellore, India, they visited 
a village to inquire of Christians and non- 
Christians what benefits they derived from 
their religions. The first Christian imter- 
rogated happened to be a deacon in the 
local Baptist Church. His reply was, “My 
sins have been forgiven.” Only one Hindu 
was asked, a priest. He answered imme- 
diately, “I get my livelihood,” and added 
that he would become a Christian if one 
were also assured him by Christians. Fur- 
ther questioning could not elicit a single 
spiritual benefit received from his Hindu- 
ism. 

Dr. Stanton of this great Baptist mis- 
sion among the Telugus says: “The Lay- 
men’s Commission think we have no lead- 
ers in the Telugu Mission. They ‘have 
mistaken the B.A. for the leader. They 
have thought that leadership was wrapped 
up in degrees. Not having the background 
of the great mass movement in the Telugu 
Mission, and not understanding the great 
spiritual upheaval which has transformed 
these outcastes into a new people, they have 
failed to discern the men of God who have 
led the Telugus out of darkness into the 
liberty of the children of God. Yerra- 
guntia Pariah, one of the first converts 
of Dr. Clough, was a mighty man of God, 
but he was unlettered and scarcely able 
to read his New Testament. These men 
of little education are not only leading their 
churches into a higher life and evangel- 
izing a score or more of villages within 
their church circle, but they are carrying 
the whole burden of the educational and 
evangelistic work of a great field, three 
times the size of Rhode Island, with a 
population of half a million—and that 
without any financial aid from America. 
This may seem a small thing to the Lay- 


men’s Commission, yet these men are only 


three generations out of heathenism and 
in some cases only two.” 

This significant note is added in another 
place. “It is possible that the publicity 
of the Appraisal Commission report may 
divert more regular board money to the 
faith missions. In any case a new faith 
mission is at work and has brought out 
three Baptist missionaries who afe now 
studying the language in Hyderabad, and 
others are promised later.” 


“The Inclusive Policy” and the Cut. 
—The keynote of this greatest of Amer- 
ican Baptist missions has always been evan- 
gelism. A revival has been going on in 
the Kurnool field for-the last three years 
with large ingatherings. Another blessed 
work of grace is reported in the Women’s 
Bible Training School and in the Nellore 
Boys’ High School. Mr. Witter begins 
his repert: “Peddarikatla surrenders to 
Jesus Christ. This is a village for which 
special prayer had been offered for eight- 
een years, and only recently the flood gates 
of. the Spirit’s power were opened wide.” 


The total number of baptisms for the year. 


reached 4,776. At the great Christian Con- 
vention at Bezwada fully 15,000 Telugus 
were in attendance from all denominations. 

A missionary in this mission writes me: 
“The Telugu Mission seems to be singled 
out for curtailment (that is, by the Home 
Board) and contraction in the interest of 
‘intensive work.’ It is all a wretched errer. 
Qur mission is poor, but sound and fruit- 
ful, with a great future. One trouble with 
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us is that we are conservative as to Chris- 
tian truth and Christian. interests; so I fear 
we are liable to victimization.” 

Another writes : “Sattenapalli Station has 
been sold to Hindus who are using the bun- 
galow for a school, and they have dedicated 
it to their god Ram. A Christian woman 
told me recently that the walls are deco- 
rated with pictures of Hindu gods and 
other Hindu pictures. One of the great 
aims of the school will be to destroy all 
Christian influence. This school could have 
been sold to the Lutheran Mission had suf- 
ficient notice been given them.” 


Two Pictures.—One picture is that of 
a Telugu Christian church. “The Sunday 
morning service in our churches is orderly, 
reverent, and uplifting. The little chapel 
is white and clean, the pastor leads the 
service with dignity, the singing by the 
people, led by a harmonium, is inspiring.

tor between God and man! He'‘loved me, 
he gave himself for me, and through his 
precious blood I was made nigh and rec- 
onciled to God. Then the Lord Jesus arose 
from the dead on the third day; he is now 
at the right hand of God as my high priest. 
He is able to save to the uttermost those ° 
who come to God through him, and some 
day he is coming back to receive us to 
himself. So I accepted the Lord as my 
personal Saviour. 

Then I began to be anxious about the 
salvation of my parents and my brothers. 
I found the promise in Acts 16:31, “Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved, and thy house.” So I be- 
gan to claim the promise. Praise God, 
my mother came to the Lord first, and then 
my brother, who is now also a preacher 
of the Gospel; then my father and my two 
younger brothers. 

One day I came across the words in Acts 
17: 11, “searched the scriptures daily,” and 
I began to follow this example and to 
read the Word of God every day. It has 
been a great blessing to my soul, and my 
motto is, “No Bible, no breakfast.” 

In 1920 I was baptized. In 1921, the 
Lord called me to preach the Gospel. He 
gave me two. verses, Isaiah 52:11, 12, as 
his call to me: “Depart ye, depart ye, go 
ye out from thence, touch no unclean thing ; 
go ye out of the midst of her; be ye clean 
that bear the vessels of the Lord. For 
ye shall not go out with haste, nor go by 
flight: for the Lord will go before you; 
and the God of Israel will be your re- 
rewatd.” So I left the Chinese navy on 
February 19, 1921. I received several in- 
vitations at that time, and I began to 
pray about them, but the Lord showed me 
that he wanted me to be a free instrument 
in his hands. At the same time I received 
a book entitled, “The Life of George Mil- 
ler of Bristol,” and I said: “God is no 
respecter of persons. If he can answer the 
prayers of Miiller, he can answer mine. 
The only question is this: Is my God the 
living God, the true God, or not?” Jere- 
miah 10:10 tells us, “The Lord is the 
true God, he is the living God, and an 
everlasting king.’ The Lord gave me 
Philippians 4:19 as his promise, and he 
has fulfilled that promise for the past 
fourteen years. 

I started to preach in the street, and I 
bought a bell and some tracts and Gos- 
pels. I rang the bell to attract the atten- 
tion of the people, and when they came I 
gave them tracts and Gospels. The Lord 
has opened the door to preach throughout 
China and the South Sea Islands, and it 
has been a great joy to see souls saved 
through the preaching of the Gospel. 

101‘ should: like “to tell a little about a visit 
to Borneo, where I had meetings with the 
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‘Dyaks, the head-hunters of Borneo. When 


I first saw them I could tell at once‘ they 
were wild men, first because of their naked- 
ness, and then because of their ears. They 
wear heavy earrings to pull down their 
ears, and sometimes one can put four fin- 
gers right through the hole in the ear. 
Some one told me the Dyaks wanted to 
be different from monkeys. They say the 
monkeys’ ears go up, so they want theirs 
to go down. Evidently they do not be- 
lieve in the theory of evolution. They 
have more sense than some fellows who 
have been educated beyond their intelligence ! 
When I spoke to these people I had to 
speak through two interpreters who trans- 


lated from English to Malay, and then 
from Malay to Dyak. I visited a house 


and saw smoked heads hanging under the 
roofs. This was part of their. religion. 
But praise God, the power of the Gospel 


- has been manifested in the salvation of 


some of these Dyaks. Over 500 of them 
have been baptized this year; and 1,000 are 
being instructed in the way of salvation. 
There are now some Bible students in 


Makassar, and they are preparing to be 


evangelists among their people. . 

I hope you will pray for us and the work 
in China, as well as the work in the South 
Sea Islands.

““They. Are God's Ministers” 
(Concluded from page 712) 


Is the word “Saviour” ever used in such 
documents now? Prayer that God shall 
“advance the Glories of the Saviour’s King- 
dom throughout the World” is Scriptural 
and apostolic; but how completely it has 
disappeared from the responsible official 
utterances of present-day rulers who are 
“the ministers of God”! 

Nor is the suggestion often tolerated 
today that natural disasters are judgments 
from God —and deserved judgments. The 
Bible makes very plain. that such disasters 
are God’s righteous judgments. Governor 
Trumbull accepts God’s Word on this, as 
he humbly acknowledges that God’s “Judg- 
ments have been experienced in some parts 
of the State, by the desolating Power of 
Tempest, Hail and Wind; Events which are 
devoutly to be regarded and seriously con- 
sidered with solemn awe and reverence.” 

The first Presidential Proclamation ap- 

pointing a Day of Thanksgiving was that 
of George Washington, on October 3, 
1789. Our first President used these 
words: 
_ “And also that we may then unite in 
most humbly offering our prayers and 
supplications to the great Lord and Ruler 
of nations and beseech Him to pardon our 
national and other transgressions . .. to 
promote the knowledge and practice of 
true religion and virtue.” 

Abraham Lincoln, when President, called 
the nation to prayer over and over again. 
Nine times during the course of the tragic 
Civil War Lincoln summoned | his nation 
to thanksgiving; fasting, and prayer. Here 
are some of the humble‘and truly Christian 
utterances in those public documents: 

“... it is peculiarly fit for us to recog- 
‘nize the hand of God in this terrible. visi- 
tation, and in sorrowful remembrance of 
our own faults and crimes as a nation and 
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as individuals, to humble ourselves before 
Him and to pray for His mercy —to pray 
that we may be spared further punishment 
though most justly deserved.” 

“Therefore, I, Abraham Lincoln, Pres- 
ident of the United States, do appoint the 
last Thursday in September next as a day 
of humiliation, prayer, and fasting for all 
the people of the nation.” 


“It behooves us, then, to humble our- 


selves before the offended Power, and to- 


confess our national sins, and to pray for 
clemency and forgiveness. ... All this be- 


ing done in sincerity and truth, let us . 


then rest humbly in the hope authorized 
by divine teachings, that the united cry of 
the nation will be heard on high, and an- 
swered with blessings no less than the par- 
don of our national sins. 


Are such Scriptural and Christian state- 
ments found in the thanksgiving proclama- 
tions of our Presidents or Governors .to- 
day or in recent years? It is to be feared 
not. They deal with temporal blessings, 
but not often with spiritual. There is lit- 
tle mention of national sin, the need for 
repentance, of God’s deserved judgments, 
and needed grace and mercy. For exam- 


ple, within the past five years Presidential © 


Proclamations have stressed such matters 
as that “we have been free from civil and 
industrial discord. ... We have made prog- 
ress upon the enduring structure of our 
institutions, The arts and sciences that 
enrich our lives and enlarge our control 
of nature have made notable advances. 
Education has been further extended. We 
have made gains in the prevention of dis- 
ease and in the protection of childhood.” 
Or again, thanksgiving is called for be- 
cause of “closer unity of all parts of our 


wide land; for the greater friendship be- . 


tween employers and those who toil, ... 
unselfish striving for the common bettering 
of mankind.” 

Surely this Thanksgiving Day in the 
Year of Our Lord 1934 is a time to lift 
our hearts in praise and thanksgiving to 
God for his manifold and undeserved mer- 
cies and blessings, and thanksgiving also 
for his needed chastisements and’ judg- 
ments that have fallen upon this nation as 
upon all the world.- It is a time to pray, 
with thanksgiving, that God will use the 
uncertainty ‘and darkness and sufferings of 
these present days to bring back to him- 
self both multitudes of individuals, and 
the nation; and that our President and 
Government, and other rulers throughout 
our land, may be awakened to see their 
sacred stewardship and use it, above all 
else, to the glory of God. 

For Ged himself, while he has ordained 
all the powers that be, makes it plain that 
he can and may set aside such powers, at 
any time; and that when they ignore or 
reject or defy him, “then shall he speak 
unto them in his wrath, and vex them in 
his sore displeasure.” The Second Psalm, 
which declares this, says also. to these 
“ministers of God”: “Be wise now there- 
fore, O ye kings: be’ instructed, ye judges 
of the earth. Serve the Lord with fear, 
and rejoice with trembling... Kiss the Son, 
lest he be angry, and ye perish from the 
way, when his wrath is kindled but a lit- 
tle. .Blessed -are all they that. put their 
trust in him.” 

It is a. matter for profound thanksgiving 
that although our President and our Con- 
gress, when asked to do so, have declined 
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to call the nation to confession, repentance, 


and prayer, nevertheless the Sunday after | 


Thanksgiving Day, November 25, has now 
been set as a National Day of Confession, 
Repentance, and Prayer. This Call has 
been signed by a great many of the lead- 
ing Christian organizations of the United 


States and by many ministers and laymen,.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin

Approach to the Lesson “ 


BUSINESS man who was put. out 
A of control of a company he organ- 

ized, and forbidden to use the 
company name, felt he had been unfairly 
treated; he started a new business, using 
his Own name, with the caption: “Sole 
Owner of My Own Name.” Most men 
believe they are sole owners of their own 
life and time and money. Yet all the facts 
of life, as well as the revelation of. God, 
show plainly that man is a steward of 
life and possessions, and not an owner. 
It is the joy and triumph of living; to 
discover what this means, and to apply 
it practically. All men are stewards. The 
Christian is the man who recognizes it. 
If we were not stewards, life would lose 
its assurance, its joy, and its meaning. 
What a tragedy if we were sole owners 
of our own fife! 


The Historical Setting 

The parable of. the Talents was spoken 
on the Tuesday before the Crucifixion, 
probably April 4, A. D. 30. It was part 
of the discourse on the - Mount. of Olives.

Verse by Verse 

Matthew 25:14.—A man travelling into 
@ far country. Representing the Son of 
man .(v. 13), who is to go to the right 
hand of the Father. Called his own serv- 
ants. His bond slaves, among whom would 
be stewards and business men of high abil- 
ities. These represent the professing fol- 
lowers of Christ, those claiming him as 
Lord. Delivered unto them his goods. 
They are still his goods. Representing the 
gifts the Lord. Jesus bestows on his serv- 
ants (Eph. 4: 4-13; 1 Cor. 12: 1-31), in- 
cluding the opportunities for service. 

Verse 15.—Unto one he gave five talents, 
to another two, and to another one. The 
talent was a weight, of silver or gold; this 
was probably the Attic talent, worth from 
$1,000 to $1,500, or in value today $15,000 
or more: Our word “talent” gets its mean- 
ing from this parable, transferring the 
meaning from that of money or capital 
to a man’s ability. To every man accord- 
ing to his several ability. According’ to 
his capacity for handling the capital. The 
opportunities and responsibilities of Chris- 
tians are in exact relation to what they 
are able, by the grace of God, to do. 

Verse 19.—After a long time the lord 
... cometh, They had an extetided period 
for proving their faithfulness,-and needed 


not to be in a nervous hurry. There is an 
intimation here that the return of Christ 
would be long delayed (cf. Matt. 24: 48). 
Reckoneth with them. The time for the 
giving of rewards to Christians is not at 
death, as many tombstones state, but at 
Christ’s return, as the Bible states (Rev. 
1:18; 1 Thess, 2:19). Christians must 
appear before Christ’s judgment seat, where 
their service, not their sins, will be judged 
(2 Cor. 5:9, 10). 


Verse 21.—Well done, ... good and faith- 
ful servant, The lord is delighted at the serv- 
ant’s success.. To hear Christ say, “Well 
done,” will instantly make as nothing all 
the trials and sufferings and difficulties of 
a faithful Christian life, and will be re- 
ward sufficient. _ But there are two other 
rewards to follow. Faithful over a few 
things. However great our possessions or 
our service here on earth, it is little com- 
pared with that of the other world (Luke 
16:10; 19:17). Faithfulness, not the size 
of service, counts. I will make thee ruler 
over many things. The testing of the serv- 
ants as to faithfulness in little things here 
is to prepare them for the responsibility 
and privilege of great service in that other 
world. 


ys 22, 23.—He also that had received 
two, The reward is in precisely. the same 
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words as the reward of the man with five 
talents. The central message of the par- 
able is: different gifts and opportunities 


according to different abilities, but equal . 
rewards for equal faithfulness in using ' 


those gifts. 


Verse 26.—Thou wicked and slothful 
servant. Here we have the true character 
of the unfaithful servant of Christ — 
wicked in his selfish disregard of his Lord, 
and too lazy to be up and doing. 


Verse 27.—I should have received mine 
own with usury. If he really thought his 
lord was an exacting man, why did he not 
invest with the money changers, who paid 
interest? Judged out of his own mouth, 
his excuse is found dishonest. 


Verses 28, 29.—Take therefore the talent 
from him, Not to use the gifts is to lose 
them. Give it unto him which hath ten. 
The lord did: not want his money for him- 
self, but for his own, a picture of our 
Lord. The punishment of the unfaithful 
servant is parallel with the reward of the 
faithful: rebuke in place of praise, loss 
instead of multiplied gain, darkness in place 
of exceeding joy (v. 30). 

Verse 30.—Into outer darkness .. . weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth. This vivid fig- 
ure of shame and remorse and rage repre- 
sents the condition of the unfaithful 
professing Christian who is not saved. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The glory of the Christian life is that 
all we do is done for a personal, living, 
loving Lord. All that we give we give 
to him. And what we do is done because 
of what he has first done for us, for we 
minister of the strength that he supplies. 
What we give is of what he has first 
given to us. What we possess is not our 
own, but his, yet personally committed to 


- us by him. We are his stewards — stew- 


ards of time, of money, of friends, of in- 
fluence, of our body, of life — stewards of 
the manifold grace of God. This stew- 
ardship of our present life will end when 
Christ returns and makes a reckoning with 
us. Then will begin an eternity of life 
and service, for which the present is a 
preparation. One thing is required of a 
steward, that he be found faithful. To 
live in view of this fact that every pos- 
session of ours, material and spiritual, is 
a trust, committed to us by Christ, and 
in view of the fact that he is coming back 
again to see how we have administered 
that trust—to live thus is to be a true 
steward. Will we hear his “Well done”? 
Will we rule over many things there?

The long bright 
days of that fateful August were filled 
with a translucent light that seemed akin 
to those heavenly beams “that never shone 
on land or sea.” As I would leave the 
hospital, night after night, the late sun- 
set would confront me as I turned into 
the long stretch of the rue de la Loi. Dip- 
ping, then rising, this long straight thor- 
oughfare seemed to reach straight into 
that glowing orb itself, as it sank into a 
last burst of splendor in the West, and I 


‘thought: ‘That dear life there in the hos- 


pital room is like that, going on into 
the sunset of his life, and going out, like 
that, in glory.’” 

Mrs. Norton has written a full account 
of her beloved husband’s and her own ex- 
periences during this past summer of 1934. 
Her narrative of God’s leadings and pro- 
tecting care and love is a Christian testi- 
mony such as one does not often see. She 
lets us have glimpses of her own and her 
husband’s prayer life, and of the days and 
nights in the hospital in Brussels, before 
and after the operation that disclosed the 
condition which God permitted to end Mr. 
Norton’s earthly ministry. Shortly before 
he was taken, Ralph Norton said to one 
of the workers: “I praise God for fetting 
me have this disease, that I might thus 
experience his great grace.”

The Busy Men's Corner

“When He Cometh.”—The Lord of 
those servants cometh, and reckoneth with 
them (Matt. 25:19). “You just wait till 
Daddy comes home!” is Mother’s favorite 
police club to keep the stirring juniors in 
order. Father always came home, and if 
you had been “up to something” serious 
you know what happened! I still can feel 
it, after all these years, when Dad said, 
“Off with that coat!” You see, I had been 
“ketchin’ on cars.” We lived by the rail- 
road tracks! 

They don’t do it that way now days on 

Main Street and the Avenue. . Correction 
consists of talk, and the “next time you 
do it.’ But across the railroad tracks the 
mother-slogan still has its potency. And 
from across the railroad tracks, so to speak, 
come many of our strongest and achieving 
men. Men who have been painfully taught 
to obey (Prov. 19:18; 29:15% 1 Tim. 
3:4); 
Children should be taught to employ 
their talents. There is always “the fid- 
dler” to pay. You can have a glorious 
time at the big hotel with its good eats — 
but old Mr. Bill will be a-seein’ ya be- 
fore you get away! Can’t have your “cake” 
and “penny” both. 

When I was a boy I read somewhere the 
story of a man who was locked up in the 
dungeon of a castle. He amused himself 
by opening the faucet of the cell and squirt- 
ing the water all around. It turned out 
to’ be his entire water supply. That water 
was his very life, and he had wasted it. 
He later died miserably of thirst. 

I always think of this old medieval story 
when I see young men wasting time and 
opportunity, and forgetting there is a ‘‘com- 
ing” and a “reckoning.” Heaven has no 
use for the waster. We are not punished 
so much for our wasting, but by our wast- 
ing. In these “hard times” many a man 
is being lashed by the thoughts of the 
wasted opportunities of “good times.” 


Foul-cankering rust the hidden treasure frets; 
But gold that’s put to use, more “gold” begets. 
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Shakespeare says that. If you will sub- 
stitute “life” for “gold” you will have the 
divine philosophy that Jesus is teaching in 
this parable (John 10:10). Abundant life 
and abundant reward. A life of Christian 
usefulness that awaits the Lord that 
“cometh” and “reckoneth.” 

Mark Twain puts it this way: “Let us 
endeavor to live so that when we come to 
die, even the undertaker will be sorry.” 


“Specialists.”—Then he which had re- 
ceived the one talent came and said (v. 
24). We are told each received “accord- 
ing to his several ability.” So this Mr. 
One Talent had only one-fifth the ability 
of Mr. Five, and one-half the ability of 
Mr. Two. But he must have had some 
ability to have anything at all given to him. 
The fact he had no initiative or backbone, 
and was content to sit back and play safe, 
sizes him up. 

We all know the type. The one talent 
man can often have much more fun than 
the five or two talent man. .The men of 
history, with many talents, have usually 
not been men to envy or emulate. Leon- 
ardo di Vinci, in an ancient day, and the 
English William Morris in a modern day, 
both died disappointed men. They both 
had gained many talents, and had they but 
given just one unreservedly to God the 
story of their lives given up to the creation 
of beautiful things would have been differ- 
ent and happy. 

The One Talent man, when he does not 
hide it, but “trades” with it, becomes what 
we call “a specialist.” When the special- 
ist realizes that after all he is but a stew- 
ard of God, the “Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant” comes echoing through 
his soul. 

Perhaps you know some lawyer, doctor, 
or other specialist who gives not merely ten 
per cent of himself to the Lord but times 
ten per cent. 

I know a lawyer who said to me one day, 
“I do more free work for the Lord than 
I do in my office.” Yes, and how the Lord 
has blessed him! His Christian activities 
created confidence and brought him fine 
estates to handle. Can we call Paul a man 
of one talent? “This one thing I do” 
(Phil. 3: 13, 14): 

If so, you have to agree that Paul was 
some trader, and his one talent was a fore- 
runner of the famous “Nimble Sixpence” 
which danced around through all the tills 
in the town and wound upon the plate of the 
verger. For does not Paul say, “I am made 
all things to all men”? (1 Cor. 9: 22.) 


Heaven and Nature’s Law.—For snto 
every one that hath shall be given, .. . but 
from him that hath not shall be taken away 
even that which he hath (v. 29). When 
one of the befooled Sophomores of Old 
Siwash goes into an atheistic eruption, 
and thinks it is so smart to say, “That 
Bible of yours is just a compilation of folk 
lore and old wives’ tales, and no really 
intelligent person takes it seriously any 
more,” I just give Young Mr. Pin Feathers 
an indulgent grin -and answer slowly, 
“Yeah! and — isn’t — it — just — too — 
bad?” Then like as not I say, “Here is 
one little statement that isn’t an old wives’ 
tale: ‘Unto every one that hath shall be 
given.’” I could give him that other one, 
“Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap” (Gal. 6:7). And many more 
that are not “folk lore.” 
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Master a good book in any line, and how 
other stuff in the same line will shower 
down upon you! Take up a book .in the 
Bible for study, and soon you find yourself 
swimming in a river of Scripture. 

Stop your good reading and newspaper 
it, and your acquaintance of good stuff will 
be taken away from you. Stop memorizing 
the masterpieces of literature, and quickly 
your power of committing is taken away. 
Right here the value of church activities 
comes in. 

The regular attender almost wuncon- 
sciously, without effort, is adding rich 
stores of spiritual food. The intermittent 
church attender eventually is likely to wind 
up with all taste for religious things taken 
away. ‘ 

What the Master said is also a well- 
known law of nature. Use your muscle 
and more muscle is added. Don’t use your 
muscle and the old arm becomes a “weak 
wing.” Give and it is easier to give. Stop 
giving and “it’s like drawing teeth to get 
a dollar out of old Mr. Hold On.”

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

1. God’s good gifts to us. 

2. How we may use them for his glory. 
3. A story the Lord Jesus told. 

4. The servant who “wasted” his gift. 











W HAT a number of good gifts God has 
given to each one of us! Have you 
ever thanked him for them? Yes, we 
all have some, so we will talk about them 
today. 

What a good gift sight is! Suppose 
you and I had been born blind, and were 
not able to see the beautiful flowers and 
birds, or the faces of those we love. How 
much we should thank God for our eyes, 
and how careful we should be always to 
use them for his glory. Can we use them 
for his glory? Yes, by refusing to look 
at what is impure or unclean, and never 
letting them look angry or unkind. 

Tell the children of other good. gifts 
they have, such as being able to hear, 
talk, smell, and so on—all wonderful 
gifts. Then our hands— what splendid 
things even little hands can do. They 
can pick Baby up when he_ tumbles; 
help other people; and never, never touch 
what does not belong to us! 

Then there are our strong little lezs, 
which can carry us on errands of love, 
saving Mother’s aching feet, and do:ng 
things for Father. 

Make it all very personal and practical, 
and bring the lesson home to the children 
by asking them questions such as: “How 
many times have your legs, or your hands, 
saved other people today?” Teach the 
Memory Verse (Matt. 10:8b), explaining 
it thus: We never paid God for any of 
these good things; he gave them to us. 
How can we show our love to him for 
these good gifts? By using them for him 
in service to others (cf. vs. 40b and 45)). 

Now let us look at the story which the 
Lord Jesus told to make it all plain to 
us (Matt. 25: 14-30). Read the lesson, 
explaining the hard words, 

One servant did nothing with his gift, 
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and then blamed his lord. .How sad! Self- 
ish, lazy people always blame some one 
else for their failures. Look at what he 
said (vs, 24, 25). He was a liar; he did 
not know his lord. The Lord Jesus is 
loving and kind, not hard and cruel; but 
he says to the wicked servant, If you 
really thought I was like that, you should 
have been all the more afraid to waste 
my precious gift! (Explain again how we 
may “waste” God’s gifts.) 


Expression Work 


On the blackboard write a list of God's 
good gifts to us, encouraging the children 
to suggest them. At the end, ask them 
what is the greatest Gift God has given to 
each one of us, and let them look up John 
3: 16.

The Christian Life: 
8. Recognizing God’s ownership and our 
stewardship 
(1) In all we possess; (2) in all we do; 
(3) in all we are. 











OD in our lives—what does that 

mean to your girls? Just pious words? 
Or the dominant reality of their lives? 
This week’s study may help them to rec- 
ognize God’s ownership of all things and 
man’s stewardship. The lesson passage, 
from Matthew, illustrates this great truth 
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marvelously, but it may be you can open 
your girls’ minds to this truth:through this 
brief Bible study on this whole question 
of stewardship, Ask different girls : to 


‘read aloud the references under each of 


these three points: 


1. God the absolute owner of all things: 
Genesis 1:1; Psalm 24:1; 50: 10-12. 


2. Man made possessor and steward of 
all things: Genesis 1: 28-30; Psalms 8: 
6-8; 104: 14, 15; 115:16; Acts 17:25; 1 
Timothy 6: 17¢. 

3.°Man’s accountability to God for his 
use of all things: Malachi 3: 10; Luke 12: 
15-21; 1 Peter 4:10; 1 Corinthians 4: 2. 

Surely our Bible teaches that we can 
never be more than stewards over our own 
lives just as clearly as it teaches that we 
are such stewards, whether we will it so 
or not. The only choice left to us is 
what kind of stewards we will be. We 
must make one of these four choices in 
this respect: (1) we may deny this truth 
(thereby not undoing the truth, but our- 
selves!); (2) we may postpone our re- 
sponse to it; (3) we may be half-hearted 
stewards; (4) or we may be good stew- 
ards.. Which answer will your girls make? 

Next, help your girls to think of the 
three fields of life in which our steward- 
ship lies, as suggested in the lesson plan 
above. 


(1) What do your young girls possess 
over which they may be good stewards? 
Little money, probably (and rightly, at their 
ages), but large possessions, nevertheless. 
Each one of them has some talent, or spe- 
cial gift, some influence or opportunity,

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seme ‘training or ability which she can use 
for herself or for her .Lord. 


(2) What do your girls do with their 
time and abilities? Every action of their 
lives may be a contribution to God’s King- 
dom, or one for self. Even those that 
appear to concern themselves only, like 
their school lessons, their care in dressing, 
may have as their ultimate purpose the bet- 
ter fitting of themselves as God’s servants. 
The very care of their health, the beauty 
of their vigorous young bodies, the charm 
of their youth — all may be a part of their 
stewardship. 


(3) What your girls really are, down in 
the hidden depths of their secret souls, is 
part of their stewardship, perhaps the most 
vital part of all. The desires, large and 
smail, the ambitions and plans, the devo- 
tions of their hearts—all these may be 
dedicated to God’s service over and above 
all selfish ends. And so, in his sight, they 
may be good stewards of the very grace 
of God that has made them Christ’s own.

2. The giving of self underlies- the stew- 
ardship of all our possessions. ‘“‘But first 
gave their own selves to the Lord” (2 Cor. 
8:5) is written of one of the most generous 
offerings of money recorded in the New Tes- 
tament. 


3. The element of faith in their lord. 


4. They were “his own servants” and he 
committed to them “his own goods.” 


5. The “talent” was a weight of money; 
and different amounts were given to the serv- 
ants to invest according to their several abil- 
ities. We call the abilities “talents,” which 
is not altogether wrong; for the talents the 
Christian has are the gifts granted by the 
Lord, and include the ability to serve as well 
as the opportunities —the capital for invest- 
ment, so to speak.

Each of ten serv- 
ants received one pound each, in value $17, 
while the three servants received different 
amounts of talents, worth $1,200 each. There 
were citizens in the parable of the Pounds 
who refused to bow to the lord who went 
away and came back as a king. 


7. The parable of the Talents teaches that 
responsibility for service is varied according to 
the different- abilities: of Christians, _but equal 
rewards are given for equal faithfulness in 
service. The parable of the Pounds teaches 
that equal opportunity to be faithful is given 
to each Christian, and different rewards are 
given for difference in zeal in service. 


8. Time, abilities, position, influence, 
friends, knowledge of Christ, manifold grace 
of God (1 Pet. 4: 10). 


9. The lord in the parable came: back to 
reckon with his servants “after a long time” 
(Matt. 25: 19). 


10. That’ service is personally for the Lord 
Jesus himself, and t it is in_view of his 
personal return to reward us. The two sub- 
stitutes are “church work” —serving the 
church — and looking forward to death as the 
goal, instead of the personal return of Christ.

He 
redeemed me at the cost of his precious 
blood —and now I have gone beyond the 
measure of money value. If God has such 
a great investment in me, am I yielding 
to him any profit on it? Or am I just 
rusting in disuse? And in that case will 
there be a reckoning—and when and 
how? 

Well, fellows, this parable tells us very 
plainly just how that reckoning will be. 
He that received the one talent and buried 
it; and upon return of his master returned 
it to him, just as he had given it to him; 
this man had the talent taken from him, 
and he himself was cast out into outer 
darkness where there was weeping and 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. I do not 
know what all that means, but it certainly 
sounds bad enough. And I know that I 
do not want that to happen to me—do 
you? 

If that one-talent man had come to his 
master with two talents in his hand, tell- 
ing him he had been tempted to bury it, 
but had overcome the temptation, and had 
gained another one to return with it, I 
believe the Lord would in his parable have 
made the owner to say to the one-talent 
man the same thing he said to the five- 
talent man (you notice he said the same to 
the two-talent man), “Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant: thou hast been faith- 
ful over a few things, I will make thee 
ruler over many things: enter thou into 
the joy of thy lord.”

gifts to us. It does not so much matter 
whether we have little or much.

Wade Smith Answers a Letter about a Class of Boys 





, ADE C. SMITH, the father of 
W titi Jetts, teacher of the boys’ 

class “Say, Fellows, —”’, and friend 
of all boys and Sunday school teachers, was 
in a North Carolina Sunday school fast 
year, and—not strange to say —made 
some more friends, especially among a 
class of boys. After he had left, he re- 
ceived a letter from the young woman who 
was teaching that class, Here is her 
letter, in part: 


Dear Mr. Smith: 


No, we have not forgotten you. We 
speak of you almost every Sunday in 
our class. period. You would surely 
have been touched the other Sunday if 
you could have heard the boy who led 
our prayer ask for God’s blessing upon 
you and “that he may keep on making 
Little Jetts.’ How glad I was today 
to have the Jetts and “Say, Fellows” 
to help me teach that a soul is more 
precious than anything else, — except one 
thing — the shed blood of our Saviour.

They stay for about half an hour after 
Sunday school and recite to me. 

Your coming has been, and will con- 
tinue to be, a blessing to my sister and 
to me,—and especially to those boys. 


Mr. Smith gladly replied to this letter, 
in part as follows: 


I cannot tell you how greatly I prize 
your letter. 
' I am at your command for any service I 
can do to help you with the momentous

youngsters, right now in the formative 
period of their lives. 

I am grateciul that you are finding ef- 
fective ways to use the Little Jetts strip 
in.THe Sunpay ScuHoot Times, . It: oc- 
curs to me that possibly you have not

1c ING DAVID, greatest of Israel’s kings, 
might with justice be counted also the 
greatest king of whom history speaks. A 
whole book of the Bible, 2 Samuel, is given 
to his righteous reign of forty years. He 
would ‘stand ‘as an eminent figure among 
men of all ages: as a warrior, or a states- 
man, or a ruler, or a poet, or a religious 
leader; yet he combined the five characters 
and excelled in all.

Lesson 8 


Learming to Work 
By Clarence H. Benson 


Awet back in the Book of Beginnings 
was written the law of industry: “In 
the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat 
bread” (Gen. 3:19). But in this con- 
demnation there is blessing. It is work 
that keeps man’s thoughts away from him- 
self, occupies his mind, and puts a certain 
restraint upon the corruption that dwells 
within him. 'Work we must, but no one 
dreads hard labor who is accustomed to 
work, Indeed, long association with work 
leads men to be unhappy without it. Our 
attitude toward work depends entirely upon 
the habits of industry that can be formed 
in the years of childhood. Working un- 
der compulsion and without a worthy end 
has the ignoble and slavish character of 
drudgery, but work for which we are fit- 
ted, and for which habit has prepared us 
from childhood, is one of the simplest and 
most natural solutions of the problem of 
human happiness. 

The growth of our centers of popula- 
tion in recent years has robbed many a 
boy of his heritage of work. When he 
left the farm he left behind him those sur- 
roundings that would best cultivate habits 
of industry. Babson, the statistician, says: 
“The progress of every city comes from 
the energy, courage, imagination of 2 per 
cent of the people, and 95 per cent of this 
2 per cent comes from the country.” The 
reason that 90 per cent of our bank presi- 
dents come from the country is that they 
learned to work in childhood. The great- 
est educator of the previous generation 
was not the schoolhouse, but the wood 
box. There is a distinct advantage for 
every child who has a wood box to fill 
or chores to do. about home.

Mountein Holiday

HE full moon showed now and then 

through the clouds, as if. some wild, 
lovely dweller in another world were peer- 
ing down at earth. Dim orange and russet 
shocks of corn made ragged tepees in the 
fields. Along the streams the mist hung 
shoulder-high, while the woods were blur- 
red masses of midnight-purple, and there 
was no sound among the hills save the 
whir of our car. 

At Hershey, that “chocolate town of 
great renown,” I found those good scouts, 
Phil and Mary Lewis, awaiting me, and 
they took me to their home in the old 
town of Carlisle. That night, after a 
wonderful dinner, we talked long and late, 
and Mary told me stories of her great- 
grandmother, who had been captured by 
the Indians, and of the ways and sayings 
of the wise Pennsylvania Dutch of that 
region. 

She remembered, as a little girl, meeting 
one of them, Jacob Dooner, on his way 
to school in September. “My off is all,” 
said Jacob sadly, which in American meant, 
“My vacation is over.” Later on at col- 
lege, when engaged in a debate, his audi- 
ence laughed loudly at some of his argu- 
ments. 

“Laugh away,” said Jacob impressively. 
“He who laughs last is worth two in a 
bush.” 

Another one of his proverbs was: “If 
you have to swallow a toad it does no 
good to look at it.” 

The next morning was ringed around 
with hills of violet and lapis, as we started 
for Warm Springs, said to be the only 
springs of that temperature to be found 
in Pennsylvania. There is a fascination 
in running away from cities and explor- 
ing distant mountains and lonely forests. 
One’s blood runs gold and is a-tingle with 
adventure. 

That day pale gray streamers of cloud 
smoked in the upper sky, and the still 
waters of the swamps were pewter and 
flame beneath the sun. The frost fire 
flared high in the woods. The sugar 
maples were all peach-red and yellow- 
ochre; the antlers of the staghorn sumac 
badged with old-gold and dragon’s-blood ; 
the towering white ashes a vinous-purple, 
while the scented, trefoil leaves of the sas- 
safras were buttercup-yellow, and the leaves 
of the barbed catbriar a pure scarlet, the 
only leaf of the forest to be so honored. 

Everywhere showed the fragrant, In- 
dian-yellow leaves of the spice bush with 
its dark red, glossy berries, which our 
forefathers used as a febrifuge (a medi- 
cine for fever), while the leaves of the 
pokeberry were the most resplendent. of 
all. In.summer that commonplace. shrub 
leads an unnoticed life, but when fall comes. 


it flaunts glorious leayes afl carmine-pur-- 


ple above and. Tyrian-rose beneath. 
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Warm Springs were three springs, each 
guarded by a vast tulip poplar, which the 
Indians believed were three great chiefs 
who had been changed into trees. Above 
them on a high bank stood the ruins of 
an old hotel, which had been a famous hos- 
telry back in the ‘forties, when Warm 
Springs was a favorite summer resort. 

We had a drink from each spring, which, 
according to tradition, insured us a great 
increase in health, wealth, and wisdom for 
the coming year. The water was slightly 
brackish, nor am I able to report any ap- 
preciable increase in any of the above men- 
tioned dimensions of life. 

From Warm Springs we drove through 
Sterritt’s Gap to Pinegrove Furnace to 
visit Joe Rothrock, the grandson of the 
father of Pennsylvania forestry. Joe is a 
forester, too, and had a fine collection of 
copperheads and rattlesnakes. Among the 
latter was one with white stripes down its 
back and sides, the most curiously marked 
timber-rattler that I have ever seen. 

He also had a wing-clipped, tame crow, 
a most amusing bird. It would hop around, 
pecking at our legs, making guttural and 
insulting remarks the while, and biting our 
fingers whenever we tried to pat him. 

When I dropped a white button on the 
ground, he ‘instantly pounced upon it and 
scurried away and hid it in a hole at the 
base of an old stump where he kept a 
hoard of bright colored objects which he 
was willing to defend with his life. 

From Pinegrove we motored to Tumbling 
Run, on whose banks are reputed to be 
buried treasures of Indian gold and where 
old John Creegler used to mine gold-bear- 
ing quartz in the eighteenth century. Near 
the run is the cave of Robber Lewis, the 
Robin Hood of Pennsylvania in 1813. 

We climbed up perpendicular ledges, 
skirted waterfalls, and explored the rob- 
ber’s cave, but found no sign of treasure 
anywhere until we came to Charlie Elder’s 
camp over by Fayetteville. The treasure 
we found there was one of Gretchen 
Elder’s never-to-be-forgotten dinners, more 
precious than gold. I shall always remem- 
ber, too, the great bag of Summer Rambos 
and Stark’s Delicious apples which Phil 
and Mary bestowed upon me as [ started 
down from the mountains away from holi- 
days and back to work again.

Why say “Thanks” to God? 


How does gratefulness lead us to share with 
others? 


What have you to be grateful for? 


RATITUDE to God is based pri- 

marily upon recognition of benefits 
received. It is an extremely personal mat- 
ter, for no one may offer thanks for us 
(Lev. 22:29). Yet, thanksgiving is not 
to be considered as, in any way, a payment 
for God’s goodness to us. It is rather an 
acknowledgment of our indebtedness, which 
we never can repay. 

And thanksgiving is closely related to 
faith, to worship, and to praise. Only as 
we recognize by faith who God is, his holi- 
ness, his omnipotence, his goodness, his 
love, can we appreciate, even in a small 
measure, what he does for us. It is pos- 
sible to receive food, health, strength, and 
countless other daily blessings without at- 
tributing them to God, simply because we 
do not believe in him. 

Because, therefore, thanksgiving is so 
closely related to faith, it will grow through 
the use of the Word, just as does faith. 
It is God’s Word that brings to us the 
most complete information and apprecia- 
tion of what God has done and is doing 
for us. Tf, then, our sense of gratitude is 
small let us turn to the Bible and ask God 
to open our eyes to the things he has given 
us and done for us.

One thing we shall learn as we read 
God’s Word is that ingratitude is a sin 
(2 Tim. 3:2). It is shown as such in 
our Scripture lesson for this week. In- 
gratitude for the Lord Jesus and what he 
has done to save us from sin is so hein- 
ous an offense in God’s sight that the 
penalty is eternal separation from God and 
infinite loss (John 3:36). Likewise, in 
lesser degree, ingratitude for God’s other 
gifts is looked upon by him as worthy of 
rebuke.

But, not only does God give us cause 
and expect us to be thankful, he sets us 
an example of gratefulness. In the per- 
son of the Lord Jesus we find the grace 
of gratitude exemplified. Repeatedly do 
we read of his giving thanks before break- 
ing bread (Matt. 15:36; Luke 22:17, 19;

Two special emphases are laid upon 
thanksgiving in the New Testament, One 
is that it should be without ceasing (Heb. 
13:15; Eph. 1:26; 5:20; Col. 1:3; 4: 
2). It é#s not that thanksgiving is to be 
continually upon our lips to the exclu- 
sion of everything else. We need little 
caution in that direction. Rather, it is 
that our very lives are to be an expres- 
sion of gratitude. 

We know that in human experience we 
show gratefulness to our parents, for in- 
stance, by the way in which we obey them 
and try to please them. Even so, a dis- 
obedient, self-ruled life cannot be an un- 
ceasing expression of gratitude to God.

Then we also learn that we are to be 
thankful for all things (Eph. 5:20; 1 
Thess. 5:18). It is not hard, sometimes, 
to be grateful for some things. But it is 
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quite a different matter to give thanks 
for all things. And only a saved and 
Spirit-filled person can do so (Eph. 5: 
18-20). 

It requires an acknowledgment that our 
heavenly Father, no matter what he sends 
us, “doeth all things well.” 

It involves an absolute yielding of the 
life to him, in the consciousness that he 
knows what is best for us and will give 
us only what is best. Shall we not make 
our lives, not merely the season, that kind 
of thanksgiving he longs for and expects 
of us?

7 and read from his own book: “Let the 
wicked forsake his way, and the unright- 
eous man his thoughts: and let him return 
unto the Lord, and he will have mercy 
upon him; and to our God, for he will 
abundantly pardon.” This is the power 
of the blood of Jesus Christ! And you 
accept it and believe it, don’t you? Be- 
cause it is his word! Now rejoice in the 
Lord, and go forth to do his will, and to 
live a’ Christian life in the power that he 
will so freely give to you, for the asking. 

“A domestic trouble” in your life? I 
am not surprised, for in going Satan’s 
way, One always has trouble and nothing 
but human wisdom to meet it, — and who 
is sufficient for this?. Ask God for wisdom, 
and lay your burden on him; and see what 
changes will come into your life. He will 
show you how to change the trouble in 
the home, and exert an influence against 
sin, and receive only happiness and joy 
in return. The clouds will scatter, and the 
love of God will be so brought into the 
circle of. the home that you can sing. of 
redeeming grace and enjoy the presence 
of God! ‘ 

I hope you will accept this as a message 
from him, as you told me you would. Then 
it is out of darkness, into his marvelous 
light! God bless you as you follow him 
closely !

The Rival Schools of Trentham. By 
Dorothy Dennison. (Children’s Special 
Service Mission, 3 and 5° Wigmore St., 
London, England, W. 1, °2 shillings.) Not 
friendly but bitter was the rivalry between 
Tudor House High School and Ravens- 
court High School, the two schools for 
girls in the town of Trentham, England. 
How this bitter, unchristian feeling be 
tween the schools was changed to whole- 
some, friendly competition in studies, serv- 
ice, and sports is told in this very 
interesting book for girls. The theme is 
one of paramount interest in the life of 
a modern girl, and the story is told in 
the language of a girl and from the view- 
point of a girl, Without the least hint of 
“preachiness” and in a most natural and 
effective, if seemingly incidental, way, the 
joy of being a Christian girl and the 
meaning of it are plainly shown. Girls of 
Intermediate age will be held spellbound 
by the story and will be impressed with 
its message. 


Mother Hubbard’s Cupboard. Draw 
and Color Book. Cut and Paste Book. 
Read and Do Book. By Frances Morrison 
and Jessie Seymour. (Albert Whitman and 
Co., Chicago, $1.25 each.) These ‘large 
attractive books, of nearly roo pages: each, 
Zive carefully graded instruction for .the 
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little child, and they are accurate and pur- 
poseful in their teaching value. The. “Draw 
and Color Book” is intended for the kin- 
dergarten or first grade child, and contains 
many simple line pictures and drawing 
suggestions, with accompanying - vocabu- 
lary. The “Cut and Paste Book” is for 
first or second grade children. _ It, too, is 
well illustrated, and its vocabulary is in- 
creased by new words and sentences and 
tests. The “Read and Do Book” is for 
the second and third. grade, and there are 
all sorts of enjoyable tests to be worked 
out. The active child will be fascinated 
by the handwork which all three offer, 
and the ability to read will almost come 
of itself. There are full instructions for 
parents and teachers. 


The Young Douglas. By Jeannette 
Covert Nolan. (Robert M. McBride and 
Co., New York, $2.50.) After the death 
of his mother, young Alan Douglas was 
taken by his kinsman, Sir William Doug- 
las, the head of the clan, into his home, 
Castle ‘Lochleven. There he lived a little 
more than a year, during which time Mary 
Stuart;* Queen of Scots, was brought to 
the castle and kept a prisoner. Young Alan’s 
sympathy and loyalty were with impris- 
oned Queen Mary, though all the Douglas 
clan but one were her sworn enemies. 
These were stirring times. In a plot made 
by her loyal subjects to gain freedom for 
her, Alan played the leading part, and 
helped to alter the course of history. Boys 
and girls of today will be thrilled by this 
tale of the exciting adventures of the 
young Douglas. 


_A Frontier Girl of Chesapeake Bay. 
By Alice Turner Curtis. (Penn Publishing 
Co., Philadelphia, $1.50.) Frontier days 
in America are long past, but the young 
girl of today will spend happy hours living 
them over again as she follows the excit- 
ing adventures of Jennifer Bradley. Jen- 
nifer and her father and mother and twin 
brothers arrived at Lord Baltimore’s thriv- 
ing colony on the Chesapeake Bay at a 
time when the name of Baltimore worked 
magic with the surrounding tribes of half- 
friendly Indians, as the quick-witted girl 
was soon to discover. There are many lively 
episodes .and revealing. glimpses ‘into the 
home and social life of the day. It jis.a 
bright, clean, wholesome story,.and woven 
into it is much of the early history of 
Maryland. 


Youth and the Christ Way. By Prof.
